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Willard Richards. And right here it may be as well to remark, in illustra- 
tion of Elder-Kimball’s prophetic character, that this marriage wus in ful- 
fillment-of a prediction which he made immediately after baptizing Miss 
Jeannette Richards. On meeting Elder Richards, he exclaimed, “ Willard, I 
have baptized your wife to-day!” A similar prediction was made by him 
about the marriage of Elder Joseph Fielding, and as literally fulfilled. 

Since Eldet Kimball's first visit to Walkerford, the few Saints there had 
suffered a great deal of persecution, still most of- them bad remained firm in 
the faith. It would appear, however, that Mr. John Richards had got to feel 
rather sore over the change in his prospects since having his church members 
converted to “ Mormonism,” for on seeing Elder Kimball in at his house 
in company with Elder Richards, he ordered him to leave. Brother Kimball, 
in writing of this, says: “I went out and pursued my journey. I could hear 
the old lady and Sister Richards crying when I got into the road. I felt to 
weep for them. She is a mother indeed, who has fed me and given me 
money and administered to iny wants, and will not lose her reward. | 

Elder Kimball makes frequent mention of the love which the Saints mani- 
fested for him. While staying at the house of Brother Thomas Smith, in 
Clitheroe, he one morning overheard one of the daughters of the house say to 
her mother, “I want you should make Brother Kimball as comfortable as 
possible, and I will work in the factory as hard as I can.” 

His sympathy was frequently aroused by meeting with Saints who had 
been in comfortable circumstances when he knew them on his former mission, 
but who, through being thrown out of employment, were reduced to want, 
and would weep at not being able to set food before him as they had formerly 
done. In visiting Eccleston and Dauber’s Lane and the surrounding region, 
he was received with a perfect ovatiun by the Saints, and they everywhere 
urged him to tarry with them. Ata village called Chatburn, where he and 
Elder Fielding went to preach, no house could be found large enough for the

In alluding to the latter and 
the lavish extravagance that he witnessed, he wrote, “ Americans would be 
astonished to see the stir there is made over a little queen ; at the same time 
there are thousands starving to death for want of a little bread; but they 
have their reward: Blessed are the poor, for they shall rejoice in the Holy

He found London the most difficult place to make any —— in of any 
that he had visited. It would seem as if tho devil took special pains to do all he 
could to prevent the Elders from gaining a foothold there. On the 19th of 
September, while there, Elder Kimball was stricken with the cholera, and felt 
as if he could not live till morning, but he rallied and commenced again as 
zealously as ever. laboring for the conversion of the people. In writing of 
their ae labors, he said : . 

“ Brother ruff had been gone about two weeks and we had baptized 
only one here in the city before he left. He felt almost discouraged, and said 
he never saw such a hard case before—every door closed against us, and every 
heart. We have traveled from day to day, from one part of the city to the 
other, to find some one that would receive our testimony. It seemed all-in 
vain for some time; at last we found one old Cornelius that was ready to 
receive our testimony as soon as he heard it. On Sunday, the morning after I 
was taken with cholera, I went forward and baptized four. I thought it 
would do me to go into a cold bath. Last night I went into the water 
and baptized four more. Some more are goin on Sunday. The ice is broken 
in London, and the gospel has got such a hold that the devil can not root it 
out ; but he is very and I am glad—I shall never try to please him, the 
Lord assisting me. Isee nothing to discourage me, but everything tothe reverse.“ 

When the devil offers determined opposition, it may be considered as a sure 
indication that he is losing ground, and that his fears are awakened. Elder 
Kimball had had sufficient experience in contending with him to learn this 
fact, and to rejoice at 1 evil one aroused. It will be remembered that 
the first success of the Elders in the ae aroused hostility in that 
quarter, and Elders Kimball, Hyde and ll had a personal contest with 
evil spirits. As the allusion to that occasion heretofore published is quite 
brief, it may be as well to insert here Elder Hyde’s description of the scene, 
as contained in a letter to Elder Kimball, written May 22, 1856. He said: 

; — circumstance that occurred at the scene of devils is just as fresh in 
my recollection at this moment as it was at the moment of its occurrence, and 
will ever remain so, After you were overcome by them and had fallen, their 
awful rush upon me with knives, threats, imprecations and hellish grins 
amply convinced me that they were no friends of mine. While you were 
apparently senseless and lifeless on the floor and upon the bed (after we laid 
vou there), I stood between you and the devils and fought them and contended 
against them face to face until they began to diminish in number, and to 
retreat from = — — lens imp — left turned 1 — to — as he was 
going out and said, as if to apologize appease my determined opposition 
to them, ‘I never said anything against you!’ I replied to him thus: ‘It 
matters not to me whether you have or have not; you are a liar from the 
beginning! In the name of Jesus Christ, depart! He immediately left, and 
the room was clear. That closed the scene of devils for that time.’ 

In writing of London sume time afterwards, Elder Kimball said, “The 
waters have to be troubled, and I prey that they may continue until 
the Lord: out His people from this city.

Z Elders Kimball and George A. Smith left London, October 1, 1840, to 
attend the third general conference in Manchester, at which five of the 
Apostles met with the Saints and had a time of rejoicing. At this conference 
three thousand six hundred and twenty. six members were represented, more 
than double the number reported at the conference held six months before. 
From this showing the readers can judge of the rapidity with which the work 
had increased, and new fields were constantly opening up. The Elders met 
with powerful opposition in many places, but the more they opposed the 
faster the work grew. 

It would seem that among other things predicted upon the head of Elder 
Kimball by the * previous to starting, was that he should see the 
qusen of England. He records the fulfillment of this prediction as follows: 
Elder Woodruff; Sister Ellen Redman, Dr. Copeland aud wife, and I had a. 
fair view of the queen. We saw her as the Prophet Joseph told uus. 
We stood within eight or nine feet of her when she passed and returned. 
She made her obeisance to us, and we returned it. She is a pleasant little 
body; but what a fuss there is made over one little girl!; and how much 
more [ would enjoy the privilege of sitting by my humble fireside with 
wife and little children, and to see my brethren and sisters whom I have fo 
acquaintance with in days of affliction.” | = 

Though averse to royalty, as might be inferred from the foregoing, it would 
seem that he had a high regard personally for the Queen and her consort, 
Prince Albert, and he and his brethren presented each of them with a band- 

‘gomely bound copy of the book of Mormon, with their names upon them. 
In February, 1841, in writing of the anxiety of the newly converted Saints 
to 1 to America, he said, I expect trouble is coming there us well as 
here. I feel as though I wanted to be there, and share with them, if they 
suffer. I would rather suffer affliction with the Saints of God than to have 
the pleasure of this world for a season; for to me it is all vanity. My prayer 
is hat the Almiguty will give me grace and patience to endure and hold on 
to the iron rod. If we do this, we shall do well. When He has spoken 
through His prophet or predicted anything on this Church, it bas come to 
pass, and the honest have to suffer with tho guilty. This has always been the 
ease, but I pray the Lord to help me to fulfill, in all points of the law which 
leads to the celestial world. 

He mentions a visit which he made to Bedford, where he remained a week 
and preached every night to crowded assemblies. He also baptized many, 

‘among whom were a number of the followers of a Mr. Matthews, » spurious. 
' Latter-day Saint preacher, who ‘had baptized himself, and started out preach- 
‘ang faith, repentance, baptism, etc: He was a partner of Mr. Aukim in 
‘ Liverpool, and a man of considerable natural ability. Elder Kimball 
denouced him publicly, and when he took leave of Bedford, he left the

be a great blessing to the Saints, and have left sown in the hearts of | 
thousands the seed of eternal life, which shall bring forth fruit to the honor 
and glory of God; and yet we have lacked nothing to eat, drink or wear; in 
all these things I acknowl the hand of God.”

Of his return home Elder Kimball records: On the Ist of July, President 
Brigham Young, John Taylor and myself landed at Nauvoo, where we were 
met by the Prophet and a host of friends who had gathered there to welcome

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 70.) 


THE operations in the field during the month of October were very active. 
Many interesting experiences might be recorded, if space would permit ; 
among them the circumstances attending the capture, imprisonment an 
‘escapes of Major Joseph Taylor of Weber County. We have before us a 
very carefully and well prepared narrative upon the subject, which may enter 
into a future history, but are 2 at present merely to extract from it. 
The Major says: “On September 18, 1857, I was ordered with my com- 
mand of a hundred men to Echo, Reached there on the 20th, and pro- 
ceeded, aftera short delay, to the headquarters of General Wells, arriving 
October 5th. I immediately received the following orders: | 
eadquarters Eastern Expedition, 
Camp near Cache Cave, Oct. 4, 1857. 
Tuoou will proceed, with all possible dispatch, without injuring your animals, 
to the Oregon road, near the bend of Bear river, north by east of this place. 
Take close and correct observations of the country on your route. When 
Jou approach the road, send scouts ahead, to ascertain if the invading troops 
have passed that way. Should they have passed, take a concealed route, and 
get ahead of them. Express to Colonel Burton, who is now on that road and 
in the vicinity of the troops, and effect a junction with bim, so as to operate 
in concert. On ascertaining the locality or route of the troops, proceed at 
ones to annoy them in every possible way. Use every exertion to stampede 
their animals and set fire to their trains. Burn the whole country before 
them and on their flanks. Keep them from sleeping by nigut surprises ; 
blockade the road by felling trees or destroying river fords, where you can. 
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Watch for opportunities to set fire to the grass on their windward, so as, i 
ible, to envelop their trains. Leave no grass before n can be 
urued. Keep your men concealed as much as possible, and guard against 
surprise. Keep scouts out at all times, and communieations open with 
Colonel Burton, Major McAllister and O. P. Rockwell, who are operating in 
the same way. Keep me advised daily of your movements, and every step 
the troops take, and in what direction. 
God bless you, and give you success ‘ |

. P.S,—If the troops have not passed, or have turned in this direction, 
follow in their rear, and continue to annoy them, ourning any, trains they 
may leave.

While conrying out these instructions, it became necessary to leave my 
command and go with a small escort to Bridger for supplies. During my 
absence my men were detailed to another field of operations, under direction 
of O. P. — — myself and companions, Wm. Stowell, Wells Chase, 
George Rose, and Joseph Orton, on returning with five pack animals laden 
with r received word to follow and overtake the commaud as soon 
as ible. 
We had passed a vacated camping ground of the enemy, and seeing smoke 
about twelve miles away, directed our course towards it, expecting there to 
find ourmen. On the way, between sundown and dark, we came upon a 
body of men about a mile before us. Being well mounted, I rode abead to 
‘see who they were, when I suddenly found myself flanked and surrounded by 
soldiers. I drew my pistols to defend myself, but my arms became 2 
lyzed, and I was has oh dismounted and placed upon an old mule, led by a 
soldier, by the side of Captain Marcy. My — soon as they saw 
the situation, made their escape, leaving the pack animals. Stowell made no 
effort to leave, appearing to be unable to do so, which I considered providen- 
tial. He was treated precisely as I had been. We were ordered not to speak 
to each other; and in this way we traveled a distance of fifteen miles or 
more to camp. No human tongue can describe my feelings during this 
journey. I felt that to die defending myself would be preferable to im- 
prisonment in the power of these men. But not being able at the time to do 
‘anything, I was compelled to suffer and wait. On arriving at camp we were 
laced in separate tents, without food, fire, or bedding, and closely guarded. 
o suffered terribly in the night from the cold. | g 
The next morning we were taken before Colonel Alexander and examined 
separately. Among other questions, he asked me What was the strength of 
the Mormon forces. I told him I could only guess, but having been a Mor- 
mon since I was a boy, I could come pretty near it. “I should judge that 
there were from twenty to twenty-five thousand able warriors.” At this big 
assertion his astonishment appeared very great. I could have hung my hat 
on his eyes, Adjutant Stowell had been examined before, and it appears 
that from his statements and the orders taken from him, the colonel con- 
- cluded he had a more formidable foe than he had before suspected. These 
orders, which were addressed to me, were the only papers they took from us; 
others, in my possession, I chewed up on my way to camp. Biter om

A new company of troops arriv- 
Ing from the east produced lively times in camp, in exchanging greetings of 
friendship, &c, During their hilarity appeared to me a golden opportunity 
to quietly steal away ; other circumstances favored the Project, but again my 
comrade’s entreaties peered, and I let them s next morning we 
started at six o’clock. being placed under a guard of twenty-four men i 
of six as before. We were told that the army was going to Salt Lake on 
forced marches in five days, and if a gun was fired to intercept them, we 
would be placed in front to catch the ball. I replied in a way to indicate 
that they would not get 3 which made Captain Gunifant, with whom 
I was speaking, very angry.

I then discovered that my close-fitting buckskin coat was gone; but how it 
got off, with my boots in my hands, I have never been able to surmise. A 
urious storm beat down upon the mountains, and in the midst of this I fled 
with the fleetness of a deer, being pursued for five hours by Captain Cran- 
berry and a company of horsemen and bloodhounds. I had ten minutes 
start, however, and maintained the advantage it gave me. J , 
It has remained to me a mystery how I succeeded in getting away from my 
ards and eluding the search of my ——.— I only know that I acknow- 
ged the power of the Almighty, and thanked Him for my deliverance. Of 
course I lost my stockings in the chase, and by the time I felt far enough 
away to be safe, I was ready to put on my boots and take a slower pace. Thus 
I spent the night traveling over hills and down ravines; the weather was 
intensely cold. I was told afterwards that several government mules froze 
to death that night, and I readily believed it. If I hadn’t escaped from gov- 
ernment I might have frozen myself; but the air of liberty, however piercingly 
cold, warmed my heart and kept me from despair. I was, however, in a 
fearful state of exhaustion next morning when John Thompson, of Ogden, 
and a party of five of our men, came upon me among the greasewood 
‘bushes and ordered my arrest. I was happy to be taken in their charge, and 
our mutual congratulations extended to three cheers for liberty when they 
recognized me. I was taken to Fort Bridger, and received such attentions as 
were necessary, and soon after reported my escape to General Wells. |

It will be seen, by smn to the extract from President Taylor's letter 0 
published on another page, that he and his brethren at home approve of the | 
plan of distributing tracts as a means of warning the people, making known 
our doctrines, forming new acquaintances and preparing the way for out-door | 
preaching when the weather will permit. 
This is not a new scheme. It has been tried to some extent before, but as 
the Elders or local Saints have had in the past to purchase the tracts, their 
operations have been to some extent curtailed by lack of funds. We are now 
prepared, however, to furnish the various Conferences with a limited supply 
-of tracts with which to make a thorough and systematic distribution through- 
out the Mission. We huve already sent a supply of the Only True Gospel” 
(though perhaps not enough) out to the Conferences, and this will serve very 
well as the primary tract for distribution. 
Operations should be commenced immediately. The local Priesthood, 
under the direction of the Presidents of Conferences and the Traveling 
Elders, should organize tract societies where such do not already exist, among 
the members under their jurisdiction. These may include sisters as well as 
‘brethren, but they should be persons in good standing, whose character will 
‘not bring reproach upon the cause. To each person engaged in this work, or 
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to each couple as the case may be, a certain defined district should be allotted, 
in which to distribute the tracts, and the Presidents of Branches should see. 
that each person does his or her duty faithfully. It is positively necessary 
that system should be observed in this matter, that all may be thoroughly 
warned, and also that the tracts may be preserved as much as possible. On 
leaving a tract at a house, notice should be given that it would be called for 
at a certain time, perhaps a week or two weeks hence, and that, if agreeable, 
another would be left in-its.place. A pleasant address-ahould be. cultivated 
by all engaged in this work, and they should invariably invite a thorough 
investigation of the principles treated upon in the tract, and proffer to ans wer 
any questions that might be asked for information relative thereto. The 
time and place of holding meetings might also be given, and an invitation to 
attend be extended. On calling to collect the tracts left at houses and distrib- 
ute others in the place of them, these invitations should be repeated and 
prejudice allayed as far as possible, where any is found to exist. A memo- 
randum might be taken of the numbers of the houses at which tracts are left, 
in order to know where to call, especially on the second or third visit, for 
some may refuse to investigate farther after reading the first. Wherever a 
chance presents itself fur good to be done by the Traveling Elder calling and 
cultivating the acquaintance of persons investigating, or affording them any 
information, it should be promptly reported by the members of these tract 
societies. In this way new openings may be effected, and the influence of the: 
Elders materially extended. 

It will be well also fur the Traveling Elders to engage in the work of distrib- 
‘uting tracts, and in doing so they should make their way into new districts 
as much as possible, where there are no Saints living, or where the Gospel 
has not been preached recently. They should go forth buldly, trusting in the 
Lord for help, never fearing to testify of what they know, and they will not 
be confounded. They should, when opportunity is afforded, follow up the 
distribution of tracts by open-air preaching or by holding meetings in halls or 
private houses when chances can be found for doing so. In fact, they should 
avail themselves of every legitimate means of making known the principles 
of the Gospel to those who are ignorant of them. Let this work be followed 
up thoroughly and persistently until every city, village and house throughout 
the land is warned and the inhabitants left without excuse for not embracing 
the Gospel, and those engaged in it will have done their duty. Their skirts 
will then be clear from the blood of the people whether few or many are saved. 

If space would permit we might add many suggestions as to the details of 
the work required, and the necessity of prosecuting it vigorously, but we 
scarcely think it necessary. Many of the Elders, as well as the local Saints, 
are somewhat familiar with the system of tract distribution, inaugurated a 
few years since, during the administration of President Wm. Budge, which is 
| precisely what is now wanted. We feel sure, too, that the Elders at least 
will gladly adopt and execute with energy any plan that will subserve the 
object of their mission. They will understand now that they have authority 
to call to their aid not only the local Priesthood, but all the Saints who are 
|, qualified for the work required; and we trust that all will labor unitedly, 
_ seeking to spread the Gospel light and warn others as they themselves have 
been warned.

The Presidents of Conferences, Traveling Elders and local Priesthood are 
expected to exercise discretion and seek the guidance of the Spirit in arranging 
the details of this work, as definite rules cannot be laid down by us for oa 
localities. 

We are publishing two tracts written by Elder John Morgan, which we 
think will be very appropriate to follow “The Only True Gospel.” The 
work on them has been delayed somewhat, ftom a series of causes, but we 
expect to have them ready in a few days, and will then send a supply to the 
various Conferences; but should any prefer some of the other tracts which 
we have now on hand, and will let us know, we will forward them what they 
require. We have plenty of the following tracts on hand: “ The Gospel 
Message,” “Comprehensive Salvation,” “Alleged Objectionable Features,” 
“ Latter-day Prophet” and “ Marriage Institution,” and we expect soon to re- 
publish “ The Means of Escape.” 


| ELDER Jonx Van Corr, whose death we briefly announced in the last num- 


ber of the Star, is deserving of a more extended notice. He was one of the 
noble men of this age, whom to know was to love. He was one of the First 
Seven Presidents of the Seventies, and in his official capacity labored earnestly 
and devotedly among the people, striving to encourage his brethren and 
inspire them with zeal for the work of God. He showed a willingness to 
sacrifice his personal interests for the public good, by being ever ready to 
leave his home and labor in the ministry at home or abroad. Besides this he 
was a very industrious and independent man, and. worked hard and uncom- 
plainingly for the support of his large family, and set zan example before his 
children and the world well worthy of being followed. His was a most active 
and useful life, and few men have left so good a record. 

He was born in Canaan, Columbia Co., New York, Sep. 7, 1814, and em- 
braced the Gospel in 1843, being baptized by his cousin, the late Elder Parley 
P. Pratt. At that time he was in good circumstances, and had splendid 
worldly prospects: before him, all of which he sacrificed for the Gospel’s sake. 
He suffered with the Saints in their expulsion from Nauvoo, and was one of 
the Pioneers of Utah, having arrived ip Salt Lake Valley July 25, 1647. 
Since then he has not only figured prominently in the material development 
of that region and in the temporal and spiritual advancement of the Saints 
there, but he has filled two extended missions to Europe, during which he 
‘presided over the Scandinavian Mission, winning the confidence and esteem 
of strangers as well as Saints in that land by his consistent course in life. 
Nor did his interest in the Scandinavian Saints end when bis missions to 
their land were over, He proved himself their faithful friend and adviser 
and looked after their interests with a fatherly care after they had 2 
to Utah. He was a thoroughly honest, conscientious man, bold and powerful 
in defense of the right, and yet humble and unpretentious as a child. 

Oh, that we all might live as worthily and die as respected of mankind and 
approved of God as did President John Van Cott !

All emigrants should be in Liverpool as early as possible on Tacadsy,t the 
day previous to the sailing of the vessel. . 


PREPARATION AND MANAGEMENT OF LUGGAGE. | 

All boxes should be well corded. Sacks are good for some kinds of luggage. 
All luggage should be plainly marked with the owner's name, and the name of 
the place of destination. Much inconvenience has been caused by persons 
putting Ogden upon their baggage when they were destined for Logan, Salt 
Lake City, or some other place. In addition to the name of the town, Utah, 
U.S. A, should be also marked upon each piece. Marking should be done 
with paint or with lamp-black and oil upon the box or sack. When this is 
not practicable, pieces of leather may be used, securely fastened on with tacks 
or strong twine ; paper is useless. Boxes should not be covered with canvas, 
unless arranged to open as readily as if uncovered. When baggage is examined 
at New York, by the customs officers, covers are liable to be ripped and taken 
off, and there is no time to replace them. In some instances the addresses

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have gone with the covers, leaving the trunks open to the danger of being loat, 
Luggage wanted on the voyage should have these words marked upon it— 
Not to be put below.” As a rule, luggage is safer and better in the hold. 

Emigrants, on their way to Liverpool, or those in charge of companies, 
should see that their luggage accompanies them. Where changes occur on 
the railroads, care should be taken to see that the luggage is transferred from 
one train to the other. This matter should not be left either to chance or 
the railroad porters ; some one of the party sbould, with his own eyes, see 
that each article is duly transferred. It will save much Jabor and trouble to 
those who assist the emigrants on their arrival here, if the latter will, so far as 
practicable, book to LR Street Station. Those who wish to be met at 
the station, should duly inform us of the time of their expected arrival in 
Liverpool and the name of the station Aere. On arrrival, emigrants should 
remain with their luggage. In case there is no one from this Office to receive 
them, some one in the company should at once notify us of their arrival. We 
repeat, the others should remain with their luggage. 

| AMOUNT OF LUGGAGE ALLOWED. 

We desire it to be specially noted that adults are each allowed 100 pounds, 
or 7 stonesand 2 pounds, of luggage free; and those between 5 and 12 are 
allowed 50 pounds, or 3 stones and 8 pounds, free. No free luggage is 
allowed to those under 5. All extra luggage will be charged 8 cents, or 4 
pence per pound, from New York to Ogden. No one will be permitted to 

take any luggage over these amounts, unless they have money to pay for its 
transportation from New Vork; as it WILL Nor be paid for by this Office nor 
by Elder James H. Hart, New York: 


OUTFIT. 

Ihe outfit needed, for each person, for the voyage, is a bed and bedding, 
(which they are advised to bring with them so far as they have them), tin 
plate, tin basin, knife, fork, spoon, water-bottle and some soap. All of these 
articles and any others needed can be obtained, at the cheapest rates, through 
this Office, 

Emigrants coming from a distance, should provide themselves with some 
food for use ir Liverpool. A light box or basket, for provisions, to serve from 
New Vork to Ogden, will be found useful. A shallow box or basket, to stow 
under the seat, is better than a deep one. Estimated time, with stoppages, 
between those two points, eight days. The e! maten apply 
company of the season.

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In relation to its contents I would say that while, on the one hand, it is ä 
able for us to make use of every honorable method to present the truth fairly and fully 
before the inhabitants of the earth, yet, having done this, we do not hold ourselves 
responsible for their acceptation or rejection of the principles we advocate. Jesus said 
to His disciples: Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature;

shoulders; and we, when we haye fulfilled our part, can follow another of the Savior’s 
~ gdmonitions and shake the dust off of our feet before the Lord, as a testimony against 

them. The general id e should use all due diligence 10 fulfilling our missions 
and honoring our calling, and leave the rest with the Lord. But, believing with you 
and ‘the brethren who have written, that it would be a proper thing to ‘issue a series of 
tracts for distribution, we have decided to grant you the privilege. The details we shall 
leave with you and the brethren with whom you may see fit to counsel, as also to decide 
what tracts you will re-publish or have written.
